It's this: 
On June 19. congress added an am endm ent to a 
bill about national defense. 
The 
am endm ent pro­ 
vided th a t no m ilitary 01 naval weapon, ship, supplies 
or equipm ent which the government had on hand 
or on order shall be "sold, exchanged, transferred or 
otherwise disposed ot" unless the chief of naval op­ 
erations or Ua> arm y chief of staff “shall first, oertifv 
that, such m aterial is not essential tu the defense of 
th e United S ta te s" 
This struck most 
Americans as just about the 
most sensible restriction congress could place on per­ 
sons inclined to give away m ilitary equipm ent. 
It 
put the burden of decision where it should be on 
the shoulders of persons charged with responsibility 
for national defense. 
If 
any one 
in the country 
knows w hether the m aterial on hand can be given 
away when every body is pitching in to furnish more 
of every thing it should be the executive heads of 
the arm y and navy .
